and to dye is gain untothem, Phil; . 20, ſo that righteous mens 
dying was not charged upon them as a reward for cheir ſm, bus 
witneſſed to be gain unto them; beſore hoſe deceaſe their ſin: 
are done away, and he that believeth hath everlaſting life; yet. 
the wages of fin is death to them ho are not freed from it by 
the gift of God which is life; and God fajdito: Adam in the day 
thou eateſſ thereof thou ſhalt ſurely dye; but Adam loſt not 
his natural life iu the day he eat of the tree of knowledge,; for 
after that he livad in the body; and as for the Covenant that 
Adam was under before the full it was a Covenant of life; for

ing people, ſo as they might be able toexamine and diſcern 
ſuch as come unto them; Ye (luggiſh Shepherds,who are yet 
to be awakened , what have you taken peoples mony anc

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goods for all this time, was it 25 your ſleeping and dream- 
ing ? awake, awake ye ſluggards, and own the light of Chriſt 
which he hath enlightned you withal, and that will ſhew you 
your dreaming, and the deeds of the night, and that will 
teach you to make ſtraight ſteps to your goings, and to ſearch 
and try your wayes. 

John Horn, Thomas Moore, Lenk to your ſelves, whoſoever 
tranſgreſſeth and abideth not in the Dotirine of Cbriſ hath not 
Ged , be that abideth in the Dodirine of Chriſt , hath both the Fa- 
ther aud the Son. 

Anſw. Then it is manifeſt that you Thomas Moore, and Fohn 
Horn, have not God, and out of your own-mourhs ye {hall 
be Judged ; for in the 20. pag. of your Book, you (peak of 
the heavy Judgement of God that he hath ordered to you, 
to pnniſh you for pour negle& of Chriſt che Salvation of 
God, and the tiuth of him ſo long abuſed by you, now it 
is plain to au that have any true underſtanding, that ſuch as 
negle& Chriſt the Salvation of God, and abule his truth, that 
they tranſgreſſe and abide not in the Doctrine of Chriſt;

appeared againſt your ungodlineſs. 

And we would not have you think much — us, be- 
cauſe we have here dealt plainly by your Teachets, in diſco- 
vering them, for we were firſt occaſtoned to give forth this, 
becauſc of their falſe — book againſt us, or elſe we had 
not thus appeared in publick againſt them; and compare
